with Russian type apparatus. They also have mobile telephone units end

The installation :is housed in several old warehouses *?hich were completely

6* The Fuel Fngnzino of Coast Defense III Core is located in the town of Xapcl 0 
The installation is equipped with the followings 

a* 5 large underground tanks each having a capacity for 120 tank cars of 
napfotbs and gasoline* 

bv 4 tanks each having a capacity of 60 tank cars of fuel* These t^nks 
are reported to be filled with naohtha and used for the refueling of 
ships * 

c.> 12 tanks arc reported to be placed in a series of tunnels located in

12* The Torpedo School is located at Kumbor, in an old building situated along
